ract was.let for the proposed work.

The Clerk then read to the Board, the essential parts

THE OFFICE OF CITY POUNIMASTER, PROVIDING FOR HIS COMPENSATION
PROVIDING FOR THE IMPOUNDING OF DOGS AND OTHER ANIMALS AND FCR
THE DISPOSITION OR SAIE OF SUCH IMPOUNDED ANIMALS, PROVIDING A
PENAITY FOR THE VIOLATION OF ANY PART OF THIS CRDINANCE, AND
REPQ%IL%G"ALL ORDINANCES AND PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT
